which Malady, if we take the Elevation from the paſt,nward 
or outward cauſes proceed : Firſt, from our finnes, which 
did caſt a Epidemicall Lethargy of unthankefulnefſe ' for mer= 


cies received, the greateſt {icknefle, a conceit of health 


when molt in danger. The ſecond, becauſe there was net 
heretofore a perfe& union twixt England and Scotland, in- 
corpor-ting both into one body and minde, jt poffible it

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elapſed to diſobedience ; in theſe turbulent, and lac hrymable 
times enter the yeare 1639. when tyo Armics in hoſtile 
manner oppoſe each other, but cured with a paciication,the 
ulcer not killed, jtrc vived the yeare 1640. inve oming the 
mindes of both Kingdomes, as in a heAicke, oc rather a bur- 
ning feaver, with much corrupt matter aſcend ng : cauſed a 
new Parociſmeto devour the ſub{tance of the King and peo- 
ple, which was prognoſticated by divine anger threatned by 
the Miniſters, the Church conſpurgated with errors, the 
Common-wealth loaded with projets, Mononolies, and 
Impoſitions,a Tyrannical Government propounded and aſſai- 
ed , Parliamentary way es denied, the Road, and Highway 
to juſtice, the petitions of the people notheard , nor anſwe- 
red, all which chatked out rnine : whereupon finding their 
lawfull deſires made vaine, they doe not ſo willingly obey 
the ſoveraignes edits and commanis, finding the Diademled 
With pernitious councells, fo that the Feaver of diſobedience- 
growing high, the Scots invaded, our ſouldiers kad no will 
to fight, theſubjes no deſire to pay to ſuch a warre, where- 
by the precepts of the head were of noavaile over purſe and 
ſpirit to oppoſe ſuch invaſion, this diſtemper cauſed the Kin 
fummon. the Peerary to Yorke to conſult and play Phyſitians 
to cure the preſent malady ,, with a purpoſe King and Lords, 
might doe all things without the Commons; but they out of a 
fincere minde petiti>ned his Majeſty for a Parliament, be- 
cauſe they could not accompliſh the buſineſſe without com- 
Ng Se to {et in zoynt the factions and fraQtions of the 
Kingdome, which appeared by the miſerable condition, 'the 
face of the Common-wealth was beheld withall, now bet- 
ter by a thouſand degrees (thankes be given to. God). for ma- 
ny wrinckles are worne away, and I hope it will come to be 
in good health, ſince the Parliament cannot be diflolved till 
all things deſired be accompliſhed , of which the Trieuniall 
Parliament will be the touchſtone to try the truth. But fin- 
ding the Epiſcopall government, cauſed divers diftempers in 
the State by introducing new innovations in the Church, as 
Altars removed for adoration, a new unlawfull oath impoſed

by the Canons , and not confirmed by the Parliament, with= 
out which it was of no validity. Secondly, Service {21d atehe 
Altar, that the greater part of the people could not heare,and 
the Pontificall Drvines teaching and preaching 1 baoxes,. 
and ſermons, that the King might invade our liderties ; this 
cauſed a reſearch of the Epiſcopall power , by whoſe anthg# 
rity this poyſon was infuſed, that a Bill iflued from the Co:r- 
mons to the Lords, andpaſſed their Houſe, in all 5nt one 
point , which was patting out of the Houſe ; but fince ſome 
pride from the Biſhops and Petitions from fome parts of the 
Kingdome, tinding Church and republike tmpoſtumated, the 
Houſe of Commons hath committed a Bal for the eradicating 
of roote and branch. (Noble Friend) to fatishe the appetite 
of your deſires, I will tell yon the various opinions of men, 
ſome there are haters of Reformation , and pure formes, like 
thoſe that live in corrupt aire, cannot breath in pure, or uſed 
to brackiſh water, delight not in ſweet fountaines ; others 
there are who adhere to Rome ;, and would have that forme 
of Church, which but by a paire of ſheeres devides from chat 
Hierarchy, that they might eafily in that pathgoe to the An- 
tichriftian way, which if it were hedgedup, hadno gap to 
Babylonian errors, for they found none but the Biſhops, and 
| their followers brought inthe Arminian and Socinian errors, 
the bridges for Popery. Some they ſay there are who have 
fucked 1a errors at the. Vniverſity by reading Papiſticall 
bookes, admitted by the Biſhops,. and allowed by the Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury, and are ſe-infeted in judgement, that 
they had need of Speaaclest oo difcerne the truth, or of eye 
falve to cure and cleere their judgements. Likewiſe others 
aft me many great Ladies, becauſe they are eſteemed, and 
flattered of Biſhops, would have them+in their Ponr:ficalibae, 
fome Proteſtants whoſe knowledgeis not great, would have 
them without other reafon giving them, becaule they have 
beene bred inthat way :: And further, the Papiſts whoſe Re- 
ligion for the moſt part js in reverence ard devotion, are 
mightily for them, becauſe by that Hierarchy, they confirme 
their opimions in Popery,as4n antiquity derived from Popith

Bifhops, who firſt inſtituted, inducted, and confirmed them 
in the oeginning of Queene Elrzaberhs time, 1o that allour 
Pontificall Clergy derive the pedegrees of their rites and 
ceremonies from Rome, ſo that if they are not in the firſt in- 
{titution, there may be a retrogradation to R ome by the ſame 
eps, asSina maze goe backe-againe the way they came in. 
Ihe politique ſort finding the predominant conſtellation of 
their aime and pride are carried with other conſiderations, 
that Monarchy had better give a looſe to Hierarchy;for there 
is nothing Ariſtocraticall but Parliaments, which conſiſts of 
Lords Spirituall,, Lords Temporall, and Commons, the three 
laſt are Ariſtocraticall : now if one of theſe three be diffol- 
ved,the Monarchy wil thine cleerer,for that none can oppoſe 
the Supremacy of the Kin? in great Britaine and Ireland, but 
the Bithops, who would,jf they had occaſion,draw the power 
to themſelves from EEE and Peter, and difleize his Majeſty; 
moreover ſome of the Lords, Spirituall berng Temporall 
Lords, it may be feared there may be Parliaments without 
the Temporall Peeres, for ſome of the Biſhops are Tem»9o- 
rall and Spirituall, ſo that it is poHble that the Lords Tempo- 
rall may be barred (which God forbid.) And further, it is ap- 
parent the Commons ſhall paſſe nothing,becauſe the Biſhops 
will not, who ſway the Lords Houſe much with the Catho- 
l:que party and proxies, for this cauſe it were fit the Biſhops 
were hindred of votes. Another Argument 1s, there is no 
reaſon they ſhould take place of their benefaftors, which 
they doe in the Lords Houſe, which will be, if not exclude. 
The third reaſon, the Nobility and Gentry gave land, an4 
were benefa tors ro Biſhops ekates, but the ereAion of Bi- 
ſhops came from the Pope anciently, as appeares by many 
records, and therefore their eretions being Papilticall, they 
' may come to owe more ſervice to the Pope then tothe King, 
Which T leave to the con{ideration of che Parhiament. 
_ Now to declare the opinion-of Lawyers not Cathohicke, 
there have. beene Parliaments .fay they without Biſhops, 
E. 1. 24. a Parliament held. £x:/z{o Clero. 7. K. 2, Cap. 3. 7. 
AR, 2, cap. 12, No Bilhops, and. many other Parliaments had 
no 


no Biſhops, and therefore it is the opinion, ofthe beſt Lay 
yers at this day, that they ought to be put ont of the Lords 
Houſe. 

Laſtly, how many upright and fincere men have been pat 
out by them, and ſilenced. : | 

Now let us touch the antiquity of Biſhops, to ſee whether 
they have anciently medled with temporaiiticsor no ; From 
Chriſts - time they were only Overſccis 'of Churches in 
the Apoſtolicall funtionand fnperintendent Pajtors of the 
Ckurch,appointed fo by the Holy Ghoſt, As 20 23 who by 
common conſent did-aflemble together, in which for rare 
orderly proceeding in their Charges, they chooſe one a- 
monelt theta to be Moderator and Pre{tdent, this is he whom 
after the fathers called Biſhop; but not meerely from Chriſt 
and the Apoſtles, for the name of all Elders, and Minilters in 
the: beginning was Bilhop, -which after by the uſfuall lan- 
guage of the fathers, was appropriatedto the Prefidentſhip 
of the Elders and Miniſters, therefore it was Saint Cyprear 
reproved the Elders for receiving thoſe who were fallen a= + 
way intime of Perſecution ; defore the Biſhop had adviſed 
of it with them- and others, becauſe they fhould make pub- 
licke ſatisfation ; and therefore I conceive it an error, that 
they had not power given before in-generall Synods, if any 
ſhould returne to the faith tobe reſtored inthe interim 'to the 
Church, upon confeflion and penitency ia the - congregation 
before a Synod called , who otherwiſe might deſpaire in the 
meane time, or by ill counſel] fallaway, fo thart it is apparent 
that Biſhops did deale in matters of the Charch government 
by the counſell and confent ofthe Elders and no further ; but 
it is obſerved, the Biſhops in every-ſucceſlion andin every 
City-cauſed all orders for to {tand as the law, the Prophets, 
and our Lord did preach,as Hege/ippr faid , bur how many an 
Apoſtolieall waies hive they introduced contrary to the 
Scriptures,. witneſle the. reverence to Altars, kneeling at 
Wn ob oeabidy and many -more; as{ilencing VNiniſters for 
matters of conſcience, for no authority hath power ofthe 
confcicnce but God-, and-- nothing bindes the .conſcience, 
_ |  {empey 
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farujer & 4d {emper , but the decalogue, fo that it was never 
ur tne primitive. times heard that the Clergy medled with 
Temporau aftatres, asthey now doe, which fuperabundancy 
ot poVer catfeth ſuch corruption, impurity of Religion, and 
hurt to the Commonwealth:therefore they ſeeke to crop their 
power, or thatthey may have no more then inthe firſt inſtitu- 
von, and manage affaires of Church with primitive temper, 
to the good of the Common-wealth and glory of God, and 
fclicity of the Church, but they have commanded what they 
lift without controule,& are ſo 1nſolent as of late, Lawd Arc h- 
Biſhop of Canterburies vices the more viſible were by how 
much hee was more potent in power, and gracious in the 
Princes eye to perſwade the ſequeſtration of zealous and pi- 
ous in the Church, and the Majeſty to be aloofe off in matter 
of itate, from Miniſters able and ſincere , or elſe to give the 
Soveraigne overto ſuch as might lo ſe his ſubje&s hearts, 
and caule them fall into the Malady of diſobe dience, a thing 
incident to miſguided governments, fo he brought in inna- 
vations into the Church, making hetof a pure Virgina very 
Strumpet. 

Ship, Coat, and Conduft money, and other fterne impoſt- 
tions he brought 1n, not according to abilities, but whatthe 
Indges wickedly afftirmedto be Law, conſtraining inferiours 
to be inſtruments 1n execution, for hope of advancement, or 
over awing them by feare ; for as that fill Prifices coffers 
avith unjuſt demands of money not due, are ever theruine of 
the firft founders : times are not bad, but the, wicked that live 
therein make them ſo.,, who are the fathers of ill connſell as 
well as thoſe who are the begetters of bad children, which 
{eaſons make the belt Miniſters ofcentimes minifter fuell to 

- Ilepgall and wicked delires of great men, wherein Kings 
themſclves paſle not blamelefle., who chuſe not inftruments 
by the ballance ,of merit, but with the failes of will and pat 
Lionate afﬀe&ion'; for as their mindesare large in reſpect of 
potency, ſo their cleRion, is rather to fatishe their yarious 
ki m21u-5then ſolid judgement., like thoſe who looke for.the 
PFhiloſaphersſtoene, and finde out nothing but fine conceits 
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the State under the Diadem, chooleth his chiefe inftrument 
Weytworth into office of beſt truſt, and both together weave 
the web, whoſe woofe was the miſlike of the people ; flacks 
that loye no fleaing the skin, can indure the ſhearing, this 
violent deporment bred a great diſtemper in the hearts of 
Scatland, and cauſed the Engliſh murmure ; and draw to a 
defeftion or mutiny , but no power gotten by wickedneſſe 
of Miniſters is durable , nor to ſuch 1s any ſtability betwixt 
mediocrity and precipitation, which cauſe doubtfull and am- 
biguous ſpeeches of the Soveraigne, when the fault ought to 
be impoſed on the Miniſters: ſo dangerous are the wayes of 
Majeſty, that the folly of great ones ſtrive forruine. Suppoſe 
thofe miuſconſtrutions the multitude have of the Diadem 
force Majeſty to ſeeke advice and helpe from ftrangers, 
when he cannot purchaſe duty at home, what a lamentable 
conſequence may follow, to invite anancient enemy to the 
funerall obſequies of her liberties, the cure being worſe then 
the diſeaſe ? And ſuch is our ſtate now,that the Houſe of Com- 
mons are conſtrained to be helpers, a Theame moſt difplea- 
fing to Soveraignty, though in a diſtraQed ſtate a rule infalli- 
ble ; on Wentworth the affetion of the Soveraigne was ſo 
placed, as his power was boundlefle in Ireland, and here un- 
ſufferable, though a Gentleman of tranſcendent parts, and of 
the bighctt rapke undar te degree of Barony, yetofa {weulne 
ambition which no republike can indure,for ail preferment paſ- 
ſeth by him, and all fuits addr. fle to him, who finding fo full a 
Moone of favour, thought he could not dyefor Treaſon, the 
price of his life 2 ſurely | blame not a P.ince for taking a repoſe- 
full friend to participate his intimate thoughts , toremper rhe 
affaires of ſtare, ſoas he intets not the effects of . his prin» 
Cipality,nor ſallieth his parentall reipec co the ſubjeR,by harred 
or Tyranny ; but Strafford fick- of the Kings well governing, 
fludied wayes of an arbitrary rule,thioking bis high tyde of favor 
would never come to an <bbe of forcuiie, but the fooled him ar 
Jaſt ro the loffe of allhe held ia this Itfe moſt deare ; Great muſt 


be the art of ambition to keeps afloat the ſtreame of a power, 
| B ſeeing 
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 feeing ſublimity changerh as he ſpoke of the wheele,. or as the 


hand of the Diall, at the higheſt 12, comes to ene, tee affefed 
the honor and erviceot his Miſter with the ruine of che ſub- 
jeR, bearing dounpe competitors cf the worthy Patriotſhip, 
and wrought by pride precipitation, whea by hum'lity bee 
might have hada good ſtation, for he ſhovld bave made itthe 
operation of others, rather then any 2ppetite of his owne to 
gormondize the property of ſubjets goods, and ſwallow their 
hberty, putting 'etters on the Law, that ncthing could be ac- 
compliſhed bat what he and the Archb ſhop pleaſed. Andiaſt- 
ly , they barre from the King alwates to heare the groanss of 
tis people, and wickelnefle of their miniſtery. Thi; fatall de- 
port of both might have proved Tragicall to the Kingdome, 
where the ingredicnce of popular humour is mixcd as well 
wich armed-forces not to be disbanded without great danger, 
as with a mighty Schilmaticall party,as well Papis, Brownulls, 
Anabapriſts, people pleaſed ro fiſh in troubled waters, and the 
maleconren:ed Clergy, wie have corrupted the pure. foun. 
raincs rather then.they will be depreſſed in power (ir is.co bee 
feared) may :!1 aa buſie partin this Tragicke ſtory. In ſuch 
del:gnes Churchmen are ncver war:ting to adde fuel| ro popular 
fires, for though they worke it: not with the meaneft, rhey ef - 
fet it by head. and. chiefe-cauſing weaknetles in government, 
and oppreſſion of people,. for it 1: nut the beſt doctrine a warre 
with {ut j<As to advance their Hierarchy, no Biſhop, no King, 
When the fi: {t Church roſe by faſting and praying, therefore 
they ought not fo much reach us rules of loyalty, as to know our 
owne duries 11 dithcale points-of R-ligion , nor ought they 
m3ke the Soveraigne dbelicve che Parijament only breath our 
th ir p:ſſions 1n.a time of libcr:y, andexprefle the poverty of 
encir Malter to |cfſen bis reputation abroad end credit. at home, 
when then the State isſo teſtred , it is a paine tofert:h out the 
dead. fic ſh without cor:fives which they are: conſtrained to, 
to Keepe it from gangrening, when that their whole aime next 
ro religion isto looke into the Kings neceſſities, todiſcharge 
the Armies ,. takeaway the impeachments cf the Common= 
wealth, and proyide for the royalltuſtcntation much weakned

by bad Connſells, fo that he may be potent at home, and glg- 


rious abroad , beginning toletthings in order wl en ſo zrear: 


diſorder hath chaiked the way to amendment , fora anghty 
expence evcrends in the rapine and ſpoile of ſubj<Rs: bar 
now if itpleaſe rhe King to follow the conſcll of Machiavil, 
doe as the time permits, and be not weary of the ſtrictenquiry 
of the Parliament, he fhall accompliſh as taila Soveraignity as 
ever, and greater, This may cauſe the King with incomparable 
wiledowe to {irite himſelfe to the neceflity of the Fime, and

ro be in a tranee at this time , as it che Gentons ef the State had 
forſaken her , and fonndout (the way ) the reaſon of this miſ- 
chiefe , namely a waſifull hand tco quicke for the fortunes and 
perſons of his people, the griping avarice of Miniſers, lawlciTe 
liberty of Martiall forces, uncivill ations of the Maltitude, and 
affording teo much eare to greedy and unworthy Miniſters, 
whoſe counlell was more ſubtill chen ſolid, ſecing moderation, 
reward and puniſhment, are theſypporter8 of Crownes, and 


tobe juſt of word is required of SubjeAs from Kings them- 


ſelves, ſoſhall he cffeA a wondrous change in the State, bring- 
ing the three Kinzdomes home with wonder to his devotion, 

2nd their obedience laying his foundation of government on 
religion, quietnefle and jatlice, ſo that peace anJ tranquilicy 

ſhall atrend along life though: dearh be letin art laft, and faſhion 
to his fuccefiors a moſt royallpaterne to follow from his expe» 
rience, and authority to make b{m ſuperior to Kings, and as he 
is the firſt King of his name 1n our Empire ſince the conqueſt, fo 
ſhal he be moſt worthy to be [tiled Britaines CHaRLcEMAINE, 
and be not only capable to governe theſe three Realmes, bur 
the whole world, ſo that the wrongs of fortune ſometimes 
make Princes more then their proſperity both wiſe and for- 


twnate., 
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
